REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

11. The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
Applicant's arguments filed 5/25/2010 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

Applicant's Arguments are primarily focused on that Kita fails to describe that: "a skeleton validation environment for a service 

implemented by an embedded electrical system is automatically generated". In response to this argument please note that a 
"skeleton validation environment" is being interpreted as a "program shell". The "program shell" in the Kita reference is 
"automatically generated" because it is generated using a computer system. 

Applicant's Arguments further indicate that Kita fails to describe "a testing automata produced from a traversal of a behavioral automata, 
a model of initial conditions, models of user requests, models of system response accuracy, an environmental model, and data 
flow and control flow which assemble these models together". In response to this argument note that Kita indicates that: the 
program shell places the path file in a form for direct execution and that the path file is produced based on the traversed EFSM 
(see Abstract and C29 L18-30; also see detailed explanation and reasoning provided in the Final Office Action). 

Furthermore, Kita describes a skeleton validation environment that covers all user reguests and resultant system responses of the 

service because Kita describes an EFSM that is traverse exhaustively, such that all possible paths are traversed (see Abstract 
and C 16 L 26-29).
